2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Jayaraman et al. (US Patent 6,451 ,499) do not teach the alicylic olefin monomers 

with acidic group of the instant claims. 

There are no prior art teachings that would motivate one of ordinary skill in the art 
to modify Jayaraman et al. and obtain the radiation sensitive composition of claim 1 and 
the resist film of a positive pattern of claim 24 of the instant application. 

Jayaraman et al. fail to teach that an alicyclic resin with an acid group may be 
obtained by ring-opening polymerization of a polymerizable monomer comprising an 
alicyclic olefin monomer with an acidic group in presence of a catalyst comprising 
ruthenium followed by hydrogenating the obtained polymer. 

There is no prior art teaching that would motivate one of ordinary skill in the art at 
the time of the invention to modify the teachings of Jayaraman et al. and obtain the 
process of claim 10.
